Alexander  Groves,  a  prominent  farmer 
and  stock  raiser.  h#s  given  an  heroic 
statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  the  Web- 
stei-  City  High  school.  The  statue  is  of 
bronze  and  is  given  by  Mr.  Groves  as 
a  memorial  to  his  son.  Harry,  a  graduate 
of  the  Webster  City  schools,  who  died  a 
tew    years   ago.
